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CETA program saves money for housing authority 


CETA is a Federal program in 
which work is performed for cities 
and towns, money comes from the 
Federal government. There are 
many communities in which 
otherwise unemployable persons 
are thus gainfully employed, and 
Wilmington is one such communi- 
ty. From time to time there have 
been advertisements in the Town 
Crier, telling of positions which 
are open, through the CETA 
program. 

One, last February offered a job 
to a Master Plumber, and George 
McGondle of 117 Federal Street 
responded. He is happy that he 
did. George had an accident, some 
time ago and had to give up his 
business. Now he is working full 
time for the Wilmington Housing 
Authority and, he says, “it beats 
construction.” 

George. who has lived for 23 
years in Wilmington, is not only a 
plumber for the WHA, but he is 
also a sort of Clerk of the Works, in 
that he finds things that are about 
to go wrong. and has preventative 
measures taken. 

According to Henry Borrazzo, 
the Executive Director, and Chair- 
man George Hooper of the WHA, a 
= 


a 


lot of money has been saved in the 
past few months by the:two CETA 
employees. George McGondel and 
Tom LoGuidico of 28 Williams 
Avenue. Tom is a Master Electri- 
cian. eraployed on a full time bases 
at the WHA. $ 

George. in addition to being 
employed at the Old Age Housing 
on Deming Way. which is referred 
to as Project 667, is also employed 
in a project called 705, run by the 
WHA. In 705 homes in Wilmington 
have been purchased, and rented 
out in low income housing. George 
looks the houses over, and spots 
troubles before they occur. 

In one instance, according to Mr. 
Borrazzo, he warned of a septic 
system that was about to cave in. 
The timely warning was a money 
saver, Borrazzo says. 

On the Old Age Project (667), 
Mr. McGondle has been employed 
in replacing worn out piping and 
other plumbing, and he has been 
kept busy. 

\ few months ago there was a 
story in the Town Crier about 
brass and steel pipe, laid near each 
other, in cinders. 

Electrolytic action had occured, 
as it always does when two 
different metals can react upon

Policy for the extensions of 
water mains was redefined, in the 
Water Commissioners’ meeting 
last Thursday. but it could not be 
voted because there was no 
quorum, with only George Allan 
being on the Board of Water Com- 
missioners. 

The policy was redefined in an 
hour long conversation. by Allan. 
with former Commissioner Arnold 
Blake, Town Counsel Alan Altman 
and the Town Manager. 

It was decided. and when there 
is again a quorum of Water Com- 
missioners will probably be voted 
that any future extensions of water 

nains, onto private streets or 
ways will have to be (1) only after 
an easement has been established, 

2) with no less than a six inch 
water main, unless there are ex- 
tenuating circumstances, and (3) 
the work will be performed under 
the Beterment Policy. 

The decision came about 
because of difficulties on Clinton 
Street. which is a private way off 
Forest Street. There are two 
hoines, the owners of which have a 
private water main. for which they 
paid the sum of $6,187 to the 
Wilmington Water Department. 

Last May a lady in one of the

The all talking, 


all singing, 
all dancing 
priest |. 


The youngish man settled his slightly rotund body into the 
depth of the black vinyl upholstery. He shut the door of the 
green and white Oldsmobile, started the engine and began driv- 
ing along River Road in Andover toward North Tewksbury. 

He brought his right hand up to brush back the fair hair that 
blew across his forehead from the win that whisked into the 
car from the open side window. Then he reached down beside 
him, groped along the surface of the seat and pressed 
sométhing. 

Although he was alone in the car, an excited voice rang out 
beside him. ‘Franklin, where in God’s name were you when I 
needed you?” 

The Roman collar that pressed tightly against the man’s 
neck bobbed slightly as he calmly answered, ‘‘Being preserved 
for posterity,” in a voice similar to, but richer than the phan- 
tom questioner’s. He continued, absently, ‘‘Do you like it?” 

“It stinks,” barked the phantom. 

“As ever, the soul of tact,’ the man observed. 
Scene explained 

Most persons would probably be a bit mystified by the scene 
if they saw it duplicated in a car beside theirs. 

But if they were with a friend from Tewksbury and An- 
dover’s St. Robert Bellarmine parish, the friend would 
probably say, ‘‘Oh, don’t be concerned. That’s just Father 
Martin from my church. He’s using his tape recorder to 
rehearse for the musical comedy at the Town & Country 
Playhouse.”’ 

Although that comment itself might be a bit surprising to 
many persons, to many others in the greater Lowel] and 
Lawrence area the statement would be accepted without a 
flicker of an eyebrow. 

They’ve been calling the Rev. John C. Martin the ‘‘singing’’ 
priest for a decade, and have watched his theatrical talents 
grow steadily more professional even longer. 

Parishioners know activities 

Moreover, his parishioners know that the 37-year-old 
associate pastor is up to.a lot more than developing for his own 
benefit talents that first came to light 27 years ago. 

When he was a fourth grader he earned $5.67 for the March of 
Dimes polio campaign by staging theatrical productions of 
“Cinderella” and ‘Little Red Riding Hood’’ in Methuen. That 
same year, at only 10 years old, he was also confirmed as a 
Catholic. 

The Madison, Maine native’s theatrical talents disappeared 
beneath a blanket of other interests for seven years as he con- 
tinued to grow up in Lawrence and Methuen. 

Coming from a not particularly devout family, his deceased 
father was a Protestant, he also spent the next few years un- 
derneath a blanket on Sunday mornings. When he turned 15 
years old he found a strong motivation for returning to active 
Catholicism. 

Cause brings odd effect 

“A girl I liked very much always went to church. Her 
mother told her to stay away from me because I didn’t go,” he 
explained in an interview. ‘I guess you could say 1 got in- 
volved in religion for the wrong reason.” 

However weak his original motivation was, the young Martin 
soon found himself heavily involved in activities at St. 
Monica’s Church in Methuen, where his mother worked at the 


rectory to support her three sons. 

“T helped the custodian there for a few years, and I was also 
involved with the scouts, CYO and other church activities,” he 
recalled. 

During his senior year at Tenney High School in Methuen, 
Martin’s theatrical interests blossomed again. 

rs Directs play 

“‘My class sponsored one of the first senior class plays there, 
and I was student director,” he explained. ‘I also sang for the 
first time in a talent show at the high school,-and played a mon- 
signor in a play put on by St. Monica’s drama group.” 

During the summer after graduation, Martin also graduated 
from two summers of work as a cook, baker and salad man at 
the Allen A. resort in Wolfboro, N.H., to assistant social direc- 
tor and stage manager for theatrical productions there. ‘“‘We 
put on a vaudeville show and a review every Friday,’’ he 
remembered. 

When the summer ended, he began a year of work as a cook 
in the cafeteria at the Western Electric plant in North An- 
dover. He remembers going into his living room to watch a 
movie on television one Sunday that winter. 

Picture sells vocation 

“I found I was a few minutes early, so I sat down and began 
leafing through the Boston Catholic Directory," he recalled. 
“I remember seeing a picture of a graduating class at St 
John’s Seminary in Brighton and thinking that being a priest 
might be interesting. 

“I wrote to the seminary for information, but when I got a 
reply, forget about information, I had an appointment with the 
director. I ended up entering the seminary that very 
September.”” 

The new seminarian soon learned his theatrical skills could 
be of use to the school. He explained, ‘‘Each class had to put 
on a theatrical production, and I either directed or acted in 
several. I played the evil Claggard in ‘Billy Bud,’ for in- 
stance.”’ 

In addition, the young man of the cloth helped start what was 
called ‘‘The Tone Deaf Chorus” at St. John’s. ‘‘It was made up 
of seminarians who enjoyed singing, but weren't all that good 
as individuals. We used to put on musical shows,”’ he said. 

Worked at resort 2 

Between school years at the seminary, the theatrically in- 
clined student of religion continued to support himself by work- 
ing summers at the Wolfboro, N.H., resort. 

For years he had been aware that there was a program held 
nearby that served retarded children on Gilmanton Iron Works 
land in Gilmanton, N.H. At the seminary he learned that the 
program, Camp Fatima, involved as many as 250 volunteers 
providing a one-week summer camp experience in late August 
for as many as 125 children of all races, creeds and religions 
from throughout New England. 

In 1960 he decided to join the staff, and has served as special 
program director there ever since during a week of his annual 
vacation from parish duties. In that capacity he converted a 
conventional summer camp experience into a fairy tale life for 
the campers.

Aids retarded 

He explained, “We started-having-a theme, usually-based on 
a children’s story, Disney characters or some current news 
event. We revolved the whole summer camp experience 
around it. 

“This year, for instance, our theme will be ‘Mother Goose in 
Story Land.’ One day we'll have staff members play 
characters from Mother Goose tales coming out of a 15 to 30 
foot shoe and acting out their parts. 

“Qn another day Bo Peep will lose her sheep, and the 
children will go looking for them. On another, each cabin will 
try to put together an enormous jigsaw puzzle of- Humpty 
Dumpty. 

“We also have Ronald MacDonald coming that week, a 
talent show featuring the children, a dance one night and a 
Christmas Day celebrating the spirit of giving.’’ 

, Becomes curate 

After he was ordained in 1965, Fr. Martin became curate at 
St. Michael's Church in Lowell. When he arrived there he dis- 
covered that after the director’s death the choir had sunk to 
only six members. 

The young priest saw the choir as a tool for bringing the 
parishioners together, so he took over as director although he 
didn’t know how to read music. 

“Basically people like to sing, they like to sing popular 
things,” he believes, and he immediately put his beliefs into 
practice at St. Michael's. The choir was soon singing modern 
English and contemporary songs, the number of members in- 
creased dramatically and their songs were featured in two 
limited edition records for parishioners. 

Choir gains fame 

The Lowell curate’s singers soon attracted attention out- 
side the parish. The director of the Holy Name Society asked 
the choir to sing at a Mass on WNAC-TV, Channel 7 in Boston. 
Fr. Martin also met officials at the Catholic TV Center in 
Boston at that time. 

Several years ago a federal judge granted the broadcasting 
license for Boston’s Channel 5 to the present owners only five 

days before the new firm was supposed to begin broadcasting. 

The owners wanted their first broadcast to consist of a choir 
singing religious songs. They called the Catholic TV Center for 
aid, and the assistant director there called on Fr. Martin to 
prepare a show for taping with only two days of notice. 

Opens station’s shows 

“We taped the show on Thursday night, and it opened broad- 
casting on the station Sunday morning,”’ he reported. - 

Not long after he began working with the choir, Fr. Martin 
staged the first of what were to become annual parish shows, 
each of which included general entertainment and capsule ver- 
sions of Broadway musicals such as ‘‘My Fair Lady”’ and “The 
Sound of Music.”’ The shows further strengthened parish ties 
and earned funds for religious education programs. 

Almost three years ago Fr. Martin took over as associate 
pastor at St. Robert’s. He found the parish a particularly 
challenging one. 


Parish had problenis 

The majority of parishioners came from Tewksbury or An- 
dover, with a trickle of others from two or three other nearby 
towns and cities. Parishioners tended to stick together based 
on town or city lines. Just getting the word out on parish ac- 
tivities sometimes required seeking publicity in four or more 

TS. 
*rr Martin saw the ham in everyone as a still-useful took for 
getting everyone together. With the support of his pastor, the 
Rev. William J. Fitzgerald, he has organized two annual oc- 
casions he calls a ‘‘Nite to Remember.” They include a Mass, 
champagne hour, dinner, dancing and a parish musical. 

Parishioners have repeated the musical shows for senior 
citizens at the Methuen Mall, Tewksbury State Hospital and 
even on WBZ-TV, Channel 4. 

Has outside activities 

Fr. Martin, spends a large part of his spare time at speak- 
ing engagements in which he explains and shows slides of 
Camp Fatima, earning thousands of dollars for camp, which 
costs $12,000 a year to operate tuition free. 

“We hope to be able to get someone to lend or give us vidio 
tape recording equipment so we can televise camp activities 
and show them as part of my presentations,” he said. 

Has theatrical contacts 

For several years the Town & Country Playhouse in Salem, 
N.H., has borrowed costumes from Fr. Martin's parishes, and 
he knows the producer, Dave Garmel, well. 

“Recently I was talking to him about a benefit for Fatima, 
and he asked if I would like to be in a show we could use as a 
fund raiser,’’ Fr. Martin explained. 

“T began to think of how my appearing in a fund raiser for 
Camp Fatima might help the camp become better known, and 
might earn maybe $600 or $700 for the camp just from people 
who know me. 

“Dave suggested I play Ben Franklin in the rausical ‘1776.’ I 
accepted, and I'll play the part at the playhouse August 6 to 10, : 
with the fund raised scheduled August 10. 

“I'm selling 300 block tickets up until August 10, and a 
percentage of the proceeds will go for the camp. If the whole 
thing proves successful I may do it again. 

Fr. Martin see his acting, dancing and singing with New 
York performers in a professional summer stock production as 
not only benefiting Camp Fatima, but also accomplishing two 
other goals he believes are important. 

Explains philosophy 

He explained, ‘‘I feel people should see the priest not only as 
a part of the church, but also of the community. They should 
see the priest as someone set apart, but also as an individual 
Striving to express the image of Christ as he sees him with the 
talents, personality and makeup that he has. = 

“The Lord has given us so many talents, and priests are no 
different from anyone else. There are priests who are good 
athletes, scientists, teachers, administrators, musicians and 
artists. 

“‘T feel that the Lord has given me my talents to use, and one 
day he is going to ask me to account for how I used them. I 
hope to be able to say I used them to the best of my ability.”

developer had to get a permit from 
the Board of Selectmen, before he 
could remove the gravel, and par- 
ticularly if that gravel was going 
out of town. 

No such permit was needed, said 
Courtney. because the developer 
was merely bringing the area into 
conformation with the plans ap- 
proved by the Planning Board. In 
particular Courtney pointed to 
Clause 17, Section 21 of Chapter 40 
which. he said. clearly indicated 
that the Planning Board signature 
was all that was needed in 
Wilmington. 

The two attorneys argued as to 
the application of Clause 17 to 
several places in Massachusetts, 
one of them being in Westwood. In 
that case a gravel argument had 
been a case involving the Zoning 
By Law and the Board of Appeals. 
Courtney pointed out to the Clerk 
that no Zoning Law was involved, 
in the present case. in Wilmington. 

\ particular emphasis was made 
by Mr. Altman on the excavations, 
not only along the proposed 
roadway. but also in the proposed 
houselots. Altman argued that 
there was nothing to keep a 
developer from digging and digg- 
ing until he had a deep hole, and 
had sold all the gravel. Then the 
developer could leave, and let the 
town sell the hole for taxes. 

This Courtney said, was impossi- 
ble. if a town engineer was doing 
his job. and making inspections. 

Bob Higgins. Town Engineer, 
had already testified as to what he 
had seen, along the proposed 
Houghton Road.
